He told of interview ing many 
persons in widely different occupa­ 
tions. each of whom testified to the 
correctness of Kipling’s statements in 
his varied stories.

heard three good speeches by State 
Highway Engineer t ’urtis Hill, Judge 
lf. ll. Shain and lion. C. C. Kelly, 
t wlK» lully dis Missed all phases of the 
(subject and answered the questions 
! that are being asked. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Prof. CL VV. Robbins, chairman of the 
arrangements committee, who intro­ 
duced Mr. J. S. Stephens as chairman 
of the meeting. 
Mr 
Stephens ex­ 
pressed appreciation of his prefer­ 
ment and voiced the hope that the 
bond proposition will be approved oil 
April 20. stating that in his part of 
the district sentiment is almost unan­ 
imously favorable. 
Chairman Stephens presented State 
Highway Engineer Hill as the first 
speaker, with the statement that he 
is so well known throughout the state 
as to need no introduction. 
Mr. Hill was given very close atten­ 
tion throughout his talk of forty min­ 
utes. in which he discussed the road 
improvement subject in an analytic 
way—the commercial ami social in­ 
fluences of good and bad roads. 
Is­ 
suing bonds tor public road improve­ 
ment. he stated, is not an innovation 
in Missouri. Districts in various parts 
of the state have voted bonds within 
the past year to improve their roads.

The ordinary road taxes, Mr. Hill 
contended, are so low as to be wholly 
inadequate 
in 
construct permanent 
roads. 
All of the neighboring states 
pay a higher road tax than Missouri,* 
Illinois heading the list at OO cents 
on the $100, and even that state finds 
it necessary to issue bonds feu* road 
alibiing. 
He effectually exploded the 
assertion that this bond issue, if car­ 
ried, would place a high burden on 
farm lands. 
Granting that the aver­ 
age assessed valuation of the lands 
of the district is $20 per a::re, the 
cost to each acre will he 5 cents a 
year, or 70 cents total if the bonds 
run fourteen years. 
Referring to the social effect of 
bad roads, Mr. Hill stated that the 
thirty Missouri counties that had in­ 
creased in population 30 per f cnt in 
ten years had increased their improv­ 
ed roads IO per cent. 
Those thirty 
other counties that had lost popula­ 
tion during the same time had made 
barely I per cent of road improve­ 
ment. 
Judge H. B. Shain followed Mr. HiLT 
with a half hour’s talk that aroused 
enthusiasm. 
“The question immediately t'efore 
us,” said Judge Shain, “is v’tether 
we shall vote $200,000 of bonds to 
build these rock roads. 
I cannot dis­ 
cover any logical argument against 
the proposition and 
cannot 
under­ 
stand how any well meaning citizen 
can vote against it. The county court 
has pledged 
to take off the 23-cent 
levy if this bond issue carries. 
Will 
the succeeding courts carry out this 
pledge? 
We cf this district will see 
to it that they do. 
No man can be 
elected a judge of the county” court 
without pledging to do that.” 
Referring to that occasional citizen 
who attempts to justify his opposi­ 
tion by asserting his farm is rot for 
sale, the speaker declared that un­ 
less there is on that farm something 
to sell and haul over the public roads, 
the farm itself will soon be Col bale.

“If the money cost of those rock 
roads, the $200,000 cash from the sale 
of the bonds, supplemented by what 
we will get from the state road fund, 
is turned loosp in this district every 
idle man can get employment and 
every citizen will have a chance to 
get some of that money. 
Let’s go out 
and win this proposition.

Hon. C. C. Kelly 
was

speaker and presented an unanswer­ 
able argument in support of the bond 
issue proposition. 
Ile read from the
